CORPORATE POWERS-—CITY AND WARD BOUNDARIES.

SecrioN 1. All that district of country situated in
the county of Marathon and state of Wisconsin, and
known as sections thirty-six (86), twenty-five (25),
twenty-six (26), and thirty-five (35), of township twen-
ty-nine (29), north of range seven (7), and east of the
4th principal meridian, shall be known and designated
as the city of Wausau, and the people now inhabiting,
and those who may hereafter inhabit said district of
country, while so inhabiting shall constitute and be a
municipal corporation by the name of the city of
Wausau, and shall be so known and designated in
all courts and places, and said city shall have and
possess all the general powers and privileges had and
possessed by municipaf corporations at common law,
and in addition thereto shall have and possess the
powers and privileges hereinafier set forth and
granted by this act.
